This Consul Keeps Moving. 


Maxwell K. Moorhead, U. 8. Consul 
at St. John, N.B., who has been pro- 
moted to the consulate at Rangoon, 
British Burma, has seen service for 
his Government in many parts of the 
world. 

Mr. Moorhead entered upon his con- 
sular career in St. Thomas, Ont, 
where he tharried a daughter of Judge 
Ermatinger. When the office there 
was abolished he was transferred to 
Belgradé, the cazital of Servia, After 
serving for two or three years with 
distinction he was sent to Acapulco, 
Mexico, and about a year ago was 
promoted to St. John. The policy of 
the State Department evidently is to 
keep the younger officers moving. 

Rangoon is the chief town and prin- 

cipal seaport of Lower Burma, and 
‘had a population of 232,396 in. 1901. 
It covers an area of 22 square miles, 
and is populated by Hindus, Moham- 
medans and Christians. The town, 
which was founded in 1753 by Aloung 
Choosa, the founder of the Burma 
dynasty, occupies a long stretch of 
high lands with wide, boulevarded 
streets. Its name is qhiefly familiar 
to most readers because it is men- 
tioned in Kipling’s “Mandalay,”

HOME FROM BURMA, 


Canadian Missionary Tells of Habits 
of the Kachins. 


Full of interest is the story of a 
Canadian missionary’s work amen 
the Nat worshippers of Burma as tol 
by Rev. F. J. Ingram of Brockville, 
Ont., who is returning to Canada by 
way of London, after seven years 
spent among the Kachins, a warlike 
tribe who live near the Chinese fron- 
tier, says Alex. Pringle, writing from 
London to The Toronto World. This 
Tace has no written language; the 
people are very poor and according to 
their belief are afflicted by evil spirits, 
The reasons they give for this trinity 
of misfortunes are very amusing. 

Nat (spirit) worship forms the total 
sum of a Kachin’s life and this bad 
luck race attribute every unfortunate 
happening to the baneful influence of 
the spirit. When a misfortune small 
or great happens to a Kachin it is to 
him a sign that the Nats are displeas- 
ed with him and that sacrifice is ne- 
cessary to avert further disaster. He 
immediately goes to a priest who de- 
cides what must be done to appease 
the wrathful spirit. The propitiation 
usually is the sacrifice df a bullock or 
buffalo. The animal is sacrificed and 
after a weird ceremony is carved up; 
rtions dis-

is hard for most of us to divorce our- 
selves from early training and conse- 
quent prejudices and to adjust our 
minds in a fair attitude to new condi- 
tions. And the inability to adant 
themselves to a new teaching is made 
more difficult to the Kachins by rea- 
son of the length of tenure of their 
old belief, and the hard task of a 
missionary can be well understood 
when the reasons which the Kachins 
give for the present unfortunate con- 
dition of the race, are related. The 


‘tradition is this: 


When the creation of the world was 
finished the Great Creator summoned 
the four races to appear before him. 
The Kachins, Shans, Chinese and Bur- 
mans answered the summons and the 
chief of each race received a book of 
laws which contained their language 
and a solution to every possible prob- 
lem.of life. The book was written on 
leather. 

The tribes dispersed. On the way 
home the Kachins grew very hunyry 
and no food being availble they cook- 
ed the leather book and ate it. 

Shortly after the Creator again com- 
manded the races to appear before 
him. Now the three other races had 
not destroyed their books and by re- 
ferring to them found that the Cre- 
ator intended to distribute great 
wealth. So they made big baskets in 
which to receive the tokens of good 
will. The Kachins did not take any 
baskets. The distribution was made 
and the Kachins having nothing in 
which to carry away the gifts went 
home empty handed. 

A third order was issued. Exner- 
ience had taught the Kachins, they 
thourht a further distribution of 
wealth was to be made. They made 
large hampers and every man went 
joyfully to the meeting place. Not so 
with the other races. Phey learned 
from. the books that evil spirits were 
on the program. They went few in 
number and without baskets. 

Of course the Kachins received all 
the evil spirits. This did not end 
their misfortunes. Evil snirits are all 
right if they can be kept in a closed 
hamper. But the journey was long; 
the loads were heavy and frequent 
rests were necessary on the homeward 
journey, At each rai place they 
deposited a few Nats to lighten their 
load and this is the reason that their 


whole world is inhabited by evil | 


spirits. . 

Mr. Ingram’s house was six days’ 
journey from the nearest point of 
civilization. Sometimes for six months 
he would not see a white face. His 
nearest “‘neighbors’’ were two Cana- 
dians engaged in the same work, Dr. 
Harper of Woodstock and Dr. Kelly 
of Toronto. 


Cruelties to Cattle. 

The cruel and senseless game of 
cattle-emaiming and driving shows no 
abatement in Ireland. The other day 
one of these raids took place on the 
lands of Miss Summerville, about one 
mile from Galway City. Until last 
autumn Mr. Millins of Galway held 
twenty-five or thirty acres of the land 
for grazing purposes, but the United 
Irish League compelled him to sur- 
render his tenancy. .The land was 
then taken by a small farmer in the 
distriet.

|demption clothing ior Adam and Eve 
| by the shedding of blood (Gen, _ iii, 
21). And after His resurrection He 
specially opened these very Scriptures | 
‘to His disciples (Luke xxiv, 25-27, 44- 
|48). But until the Spirit came at 
Pentecost to dwell in them they did 
not seem able to receive the teaching. 
It is one thing to have the Lord Jesus 
Christ as our teacher, and ‘*Who

It seems plain, 
then, that He healed three blind men, 
one as He entered Jericho and two as 
He left it, going on toward Jerusalem, 
There’is nothing here to reconcile, but 
‘just room for simple faith and grati- 
tude that three instead of two were so 
blessed and that Zaccheus was saved 
as He passed through. Considering 
the record by Matthew, note the ery 
of these men which could not be 
stopped as they heard that their op- 
portunity had come. They had heard| 
of Him and of His marvellous power 
over disease and death and doubtless 
had longed to come to Hin, but how 
could they search Him out—two poor, 
blind beggars. Now He is actually 
Passing along the road close by them.

TREASURES INESTIMABLE, ; 


King George Master of More Valu- 
ables Than Any Other Monarch. 


The treasures inherited by King 
George are almost inestimable. Both 
Windsor Castle and Buckingham Pal- 
ace are filled with valuables of e 
description — plate, pictures, jewels, 
statuary, books and relics of great hia- 
toric value. The so-called gold pantry 
at Windsor consists of two large tire. 
proof storerooms in which is ke 
plate of an estiruated value of $8.750,- 

, Says a writer in Pearson’s Week- 
ly. The gold plate which is used for 
state banquets weighs over five tons. 
It is not, of course, all solid gold. It 
the larger pieces were gold they would 
be too heavy to move at all, home ot 
the epergnes, which are of silver gilt, 
It takes one 
man to carry two dishes or eight 
plates. The latter are of pure gold. 

There is not much ancient English 
plate in the gold pantry. Charles 1. 
melted down all the plate of his day 
and coined it into money, But there 
are some equisite forei pieces, 
among them a_ great ateey flagon 
taken from the flagship of the n- 
ish Armada, and the famous Nautilus 
cup, made by that master of the_art 
Benvenuo, Cellini, There is a shield % 
by the same great Italian, and the 
wonderful gold tiger’s head taken from 

ippoo Sahib’s throne after the storm- 
ing of Seringapatam in 1799. 

This tiger’s head is a marvelous 
work of art. It is life-size, and ite 
teeth and eyes are ‘cut out of pure 
rock crystal. Another relic captured 
at the same. time is the jeweled bird - 
called the Uma. In shape it is like a 
pigeon. with a cock's tail. Its fea- 
thers blaze with precious stoves, and 
a magnificent emerald hangs from ite 
breast. According to an old Indian 
legend; whoever owns this bird wilt 
rule India. There is also a shield 
formed of snuff boxes and valued at 
$45,000, and a great quantity of beau- 
tiful cups and salvers, among them 
rosewater fountain of silvyr designed 
by the late Prince Consort. 

Detectives who reside at the castle 
as ordinary officials guards these vaat 
treasures, and also the jewels which 
ure locked in another ‘underground 
safe. These jewels have, of course, 
nothing to do with the crown jewels, 
which are kept in the tower. They 
are the private property of the rovak 
family, Queen Alexandra’s personal 
jewelry is of immense value. 

The royal library at Windsor con- , 
tains over 100.000 volumes, among 
them many that would fetch enor- 
mous prices if put up to auction. 
There is a Metz Psaler, for which a 
collector would sell his Jast«stick. 
Charles I. Shakespeare, a magnificent 
Caxton on vellum, and other trea 
Ures too numerous to mention, Below 
the library is a room containing one 
of the finest eollections of prints in 
existence, In the same room are no 
fewer than 20,000 drawings of the old 
masters and a collection of over 1,000 
miniatures, The late Queen Victoria 
collected these fniv-—tures,

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t and Mountain Mill Men Hold 
Conference with Retailers at Banff | 
Warning to Retailers who were: 
Unwilling to Give the Farmers | 
Benefit of Reduction—Trade is in 
a Very Satisfactory Condition. 
Vancouver.—At the coast and moun- 
tain mill men’s conference with the 
prairie retailers at Banff it was agreed 
to reduce the price on common lum- 
ber $2 per thousand. A number of 
' - retailers, who expressed an unwilling- 
ness to give the farmer the benefit: of 
the reduction were given a warning, 
All the aeons presented showed the 
lumber trade to be in a flourishin 
condition. The stocks of tne coast mi 
men were shown to have been one 
hundred and one million feet, as com- 
pared with two hundred miliion feet 
on January 1 and one hundred and 
seventy-five million feet a year ago. 
The stocks of the mountain mills 
are now one hundred and sixty-five 
million feet, as against two hundred 
million feet this time last year. 
Spruce mills reported taht they will 
have twenty miilion feet on hand at 
the end of the season, as compared 
with seventy-five million a year ugo, 
and the white pine men east of Winni- 
peg, showed that their stocks are forty 
per cent less than they were a year 


. 


Several spruce mills and one white 
ine saw mill have closed through} 
ack of supply of logs. The former in- 
eludes the Red Deer mill at Prince 
Albert: Two large saw mills in the 
Kootenay’s were destrdyed by fire last 
month, thus reducing the output for 
the present. British Cblumbia mill 
men also reduced the price on shipla 
$1 per thousand. They also agre 
that odd lengths would not comprise 
more than 25 per cent of their ship- 
ments to the prairies.

Ottawa.—It is stated by those who 
should be in a position to know that 
the report of General Sir John French 
on ‘the conditions obtaining in the 
Canadian militia contains three car- 
dinal features: ae 

(1) That the peace organization 
and the composition of the militia 
should be such that, in the event of 
war breaking out, the forces would be 
ready to take the field forthwith. The 
general finds that this is not the state 
of affairs at present. 

(2) That better qualified and more} 
effective staffs than at present should 
‘ be in command of brigade divisions. 

(3) That the period of annual 
training is wholly inadequate to pro- 
duce satisfactory results.

struction of the Hudson Bay railway, 
ave an interesting account of his 
journey. . - : 

. “Through the courtesy of his: excel- 
lency,” said Mr. Knechtel, “I was per- 
mitted to come to Winnt gon the 
Wolverine, in company with Countess 
Grey and Lady Evelyn. I found the 
countess very much,interested in the 
forestry work being done by the Do- 
minion government, and found her 
very observant of the species, forms 
on habits of growth of the different 
rees. ‘ ° 

“Oxford House, which was the most 
northerly point I touched, is south- 
west of and four days’ journey from 
Hudson bay. ‘The trip was an official 
one. The department has quite re- 
cently established under my direction 
three parties, consisting of four men 
each; one party to operate from the 
Pass along the 
Hudson Bay railway; another to o 
erate along the Nelson river to Split 
lake; and the third to work around 
between Norway House and Oxford 
House, and from there out towards 
Hudson bay. I went to Oxford House 
to establish one of these parties, the 
other two having previously been 
established. 

“Their duties are, in the summer 
time, to post fire notices printed in 
English and in Cree, along the main 
routes of travel, and to meet travellers 
and instruct them with regard to the 
great necessity of putting their camp- 
fires out before leaving them. In case 
a fire oceurs, the party ink be na 4 
of that district are supposed to do 
their best to extinguish it. In the 
summer they will travel mostly with 
canoes, in the winter work will¢be to 
locate, and to prepare a map of all 
tracts of timber land, giving in each 
case an estimate of the kinds, quan- 
tities and qualities of timber, with 
special mention of localities where tie 
and bridge timber may be secured. I 
was much surprised to find the shores 
along my route so well timbered, al- 
though the timber is mostly of small 
dimensions. It consists chiefly of 
white spruce, jack pine, balsam, 
poplar and white birch. I did ’ not 
notice much merchantable timber; 
but if the fires are kept out, it should 
in time become very valuable. 

“My route lay along the line of the 
proposed Hudson’s Bay railway. The 
ground is mostly flat, although in 
places the banks of the river ascend to 
a height of more than one hundred 
feet. In places the soil is arable,. 

“I do not think that the country is 
suitable for raising wheat, since sum- 
mer frosts are frequent; but probably 
barley and oats might be grown. In 
a garden at Norway House, I noticed 
the following vegetables, growing lux- 
uriantly: Potatoes, peas, onions, car- 
rots, beets, lettuce and radishes. Red 
currants were also hanging on the 
bushes in great quantities.” 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE DEAD 


“Lady With the Lamp,"’ Blessed by 
Thousands of Wounded Soldiers, 
Answers Last Call 
Rhondon.—Florence Nightingale, the 
famous nurse of the C:imean war, and 
the only woman who ever received the 
Order of Merit, died on Saturday last 
at her London home. Although she 
had been an invalid for a long time, 
rarely leaving her room, where she 
passed the time in a half recumbent 
position, and was under the constant 
care of a physician, her death was 

somewhat unexpected, 

Florence Nightingale was born in 
Florence, Italy, in 1820. She went 
through a course of training at the 
Protestant Deaconess’ institute and 
subsequently studied French methods 
in Paris. When the reports of the suf- 
ferings of the troops in the Crimea 
reached England, she sai'ed with a 
band or trained nurses for Scutaria, 
where she toiled until the British 
troops left the town in July, 1856. 

Her nightly rounds of the wards, so 
eagerly awaited bv the soldiers, won 
her the title of “The Lady With the 
Lamp.” She was the first woman de- 
corated with the Order of Merit and 
to be given the freedom of the city of 
London.

CROP OF ALBERTA FAR FROM 
_ * BEING A FAILURE 


Hon, Duncan Marshall, Provincial 
Minister of Agriculture, Estimates 
a Yield of 25,000,000 Bushels for 
Alberta—Dryness has been by no 
Means General, and Crop Failure 
“Has Been Greatly Exaggerated. 


Calgary.—Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
provincial minister of agriculture con- 
fidently expects thut Alberta crops 
will yield 25,000,000 bushels this’year 
as against 52,000,000 bushels last year, 
The minister who has made careful 
and exhaustive inquiries in every part 


of the province where crops are pro- 
duced, in giving his computation to 
the Aibertan said the estimate was a 
conservative one. 

“It can’t be said therefore that the 
Alberta crop this year. is by any 
means a failure,’ he observed. 

The dryness so much complainedrof 
was by no means general. Even in 
the south part of the province where 
undoubtedly there had been a lack of 
rain he had seen some fair crops. 

Only a few days ago he himself saw 
some good samples of winter wheat 
being threshed at Pincher Creek. It 
is the minister’s opinion that there 
will be less winter wheat lost by frost) 
this year than in previous years be- 
cause it has matured much earlier. 

“A good part of winter wheat has 
been cut, while the remainder is being! 
cut very rapidly, so that danger from, 
frosts will be avoided,” he said. 

That there will be no shortage of 
feed at all this year is another belief 
of Hon. Mr. Marshall's, arid fearing 
that there might be a shortage as cul- 
tivated hay was thin in parts, the 
farmers set about cutting wild hay in 
places where they had never before 
touched it. 

“T think there will be an abundance 
of hay for feeding this winter,” he de- 
clared. , i 

The railroads too were doing their 
best to help the ranchers, in districts 
where the grass had been burnt up, 
pointed out Mr. Marshall. They were 
offering ranchers special rates on sites 
so that they could take their cattle 
from the affected districts and put 
them in districts where the pasture 
was good. In some places too, stock | 
was being driven some 30 or 40 miles 
from the ranch to well pastured parts 
so that they would not suffer for lack 
of feed during the winter.

HARD TO OBTAIN A CORRECT 
STATEMENT OF AVERAGES 


Census Bulletin States that Condi: 
tions of Field Crops this Year Have 
Been Modified by Temperature and 
Rainfall—Report for Eastern Pro- 
vinces Favorable, but Dry Weather 
in West Reduces Yield. 


Ottawa.—A census bulletin issued 
recently states that the conditions of 
field crops in Canada this year have 
been greatly moditied by temperature 
and rainfall and that between the east 
and the west it is hardly possible to 
make a statement of averages that 
} will not be misleading. In the eastern 
provinces, growth has been uniformly 
good throughout Juiy, and the per- 
centages of condition have been high 
for every crop; but in extensive 
tracts Of.the north west provinces 
drought has prevailed and crops are 
reported in every stage of condition. 
The northerly parts of these provinces 
have been largely exempt from 
drought and there the per cent condi- 
tions are high. It is difficult to indi. 
cate fairly an average of conditions 
for the east and west which does not 
tuke account of areas sown and these 
have been considerably reduced since 
the June report. 

Fall wheat is grown chiefly in On- 
tario and its condition for all Canada 
has been reduced by a relatively poor 
crop in Alberta compared with condi. 
tions at the same time last year. It is 
84.63 to 76.53; rye is 85.20 in 1910 to 
81.84 in 1909; peas 81.70 to 87; buck- 
wheat 87.64 to 86.15; mixed grains 
99.91 to 87.23; beans 84.43 to 83.33; 
potatoes 81 to 92; hay and clover 90,87 
to 73.79; corn for husking 84.30 to 
| 82.86, and corn for fodder 89.76 to 83. 
These crops, which are mainly grown 
in the east, show a high average of 
condition, affected only by a slight 
degree by reports from the west. 

‘lhe average condition of spring 
wheat is 77 for 910 to 84.57 for 1909, 
and of oats 79.57 to 87.78 for all Can- 
ada, which is substantially lower than 
the averages for the east. 

In the three northwest provinces 
the condition of spring wheat is 62, of 
oats 58.62 and of barley 63.60. The 
estimated yield of fall wheat in the 
country is’ 18,724000 bushels, bein 
26.47 bushels per acre. The hay anc 
clover crop is estimated at 15,490.000 
tons or 1.80 tons per acre, and of al- 


terstate Commerce and the railway 
Commission of Canada, whereby inter- 
national commerce shall be regulated, 
was held in the Hotel Manhattan re- 
cently.
